The history of 
Georgetown College shows that in tho 
year 1800 James Ord. the son of George 
IV. and Mrs. .Fitzherbert. his lawful 
wife, was enrolled among the students 
of the institution. It was Henry I,a- 
bouchere, the famous English editor, 
who opened the discussion which has 
resulted in the proof that a son was 
born to George IV. and Mrs. Fitzher- 
liert. and that the man who fell 
at 


Santiago was a lineaj descendant of 
royalty. 


There is no scandal in this story. 


Mrs. 
Fitzherbert does not belong to

Not long after this there came 


forth a pamphlet by Home Tooke, • a 
celebrated 
religious controversialist, 


who spoke of Mrs. Fitzherbert as legal- 
ly, really, worthily and happily for the 
country, "Her Royal Highness, 
the 


Princess of Wales." There is no doubt 
that the marriage took place and was 
performed with all the rites and sol- 
emnities of the Catholic church. Mrs. 
Fitzherbert's brother, the Hon. "Jock" 
Smythe, and her cousin. Lord Stourton, 
were certainly present. Tooke says the 
marriage was performed by a Catholic 
priest. 
Banvoord says that the cele- 


brant was the Abbe Sechamp and that 
Mr. Fox was present. The subscnuant 
marriage of the prince to the Princess 
Charlotte, It was said, was forced upon 
him as a condition to the payment of 
his debts. Lord Holland says that at 
tho time of the marriage tho prince 
was so uiuier the influence of stimu- 
lants as to almost disqualify him from 
going through the ceremony, attribut- 
ing this condition to a desire to re- 
move from bis memory his previous 
marriage with Mrs, Fitzherbert.

second marriage was a very unhappy 
one, as history shows.

Duke of York was her devoted friend 
throughout her life. She was looked 
upon as the peacemaker o£ the royal 
family. 
William IV. offered to make 


Mrs. Fitzherbert a duchess, and he au- 
thorized her to wear mourning for her 
husband, his brother. 


It was known that Mrs. Fitzherbert 


had a son born to her. and there were 
grave questions about the succession 
to the throne. She had no great am- 
bition for rank and position, either for 
herself or for her son. There were 
questions as to his right to succeed to 
the throne, for she was not of royal 
blood, pn the other hand there was 
the great English non-Conformist con- 
science to deal with.

entrance to the port, with the design 
of carrying tho place by a boat attack 
next day. 


The rocky headland at the entrance 


of the harbor was then, as now, 
crowned by the Morro Castle, which 
opened fire on the English', ships with 
disastrous effect. 
One shot entered $ 


port of the flag-ship, and penetrating 
Drake's cabin, knocked the stool OB 
which he was sitting from under him, 
and killed two officers, who were sit- 
ting at the table by his side. 


On 
this occasion at 
least the 


Spaniards proved themselves by no 
ineaus deficient in marksmanship; and 
in the boat attack on the following 
day they gave an equally good account 
of themselves. The English assault, 
though made with the characteristic 
courage and persistence of Anglo- 
Saxoiis, was checked and proved in- 
effective. The. treasure which had 
been conveyed to the Morro was so 
sturdily defended that after thiee days 
Drake's fleet withdrew, unsuccessful. 


It is believed that disappointment 


and mortification at the miscarriage of 
this West Indian expedition, in which 
he had risked both reputation and for- 
tune, had niucb to do with the death 
of|Sir Francis, which occurred on the 
28th of January, 1596, eight weeks 
'iter.
